Incumbent edged by former deputy mayor

Brian Wittal is the new mayor of Didsbury, defeating 
incumbent Dorothy Moore in the 2007 municipal elec¬ 
tion Oct. 15. 

Wittal received 59 per cent of the vote, earning sup¬ 
port from 830 residents compared to Moore’s 577, with 
a total turnout of 1,407. 

Wittal, who served as a member of town council for 
the past three years, including work as deputy mayor, 
says going against an incumbent is always a challenge, 
but as the election neared he saw the support grow. 

“Every day as we continued on throughout the week, 
I was feeling better and better," he said. 

“I was getting a great response from people who 
believed it was time for a 
change and new opportu¬ 
nities. Near the end I was 
fairly confident.”

Snuffing arson will be 
a community effort

Over the past month, at 
council meetings and the all¬ 
candidates forum, there have 
been questions on how 
Didsbury residents may assist 
m curbing ihc rate ot vandal 
ism in town. 

There hadn’t been a noticeable jump in inci¬ 
dents, but people have a sense of ownership 
and pride in Didsbury and when anything is 
disrupting their lifestyle, proactive people 
want to do something about it. 

The answer to their question regarding how 
they can help, was report what you see. 

If you’re driving down a street in town, or 
looking out your kitchen window and notice 
something that appears suspicious, don’t con¬ 
template it for half an hour, report it right 
away. 

Particularly in a small town, it’s easy to 
assume the best in people. 

It’s also easy to think you’re wasting the 
RCMP’s time if the people that you think are up 
to no good, are actually engaged in some harm¬ 
less activity. 

But perhaps the time that you have con¬ 
vinced yourself that there is a perfectly rea¬ 
sonable explanation for some odd behaviour, 
you’re actually witnessing a break and enter or 
an arson. 

Vandalism, such as car-hopping, a practice 
where individuals leap from one vehicle hood 
to the next, is displeasing in itself - but in 
recent weeks destructive behavior has gone 
from dented cars to structures set on fire. 

So far, one person has been home at the time 
of a fire. 

Arson is never lucky, but if there is anything 
fortunate about these acts, it’s that so far 
nobody has been harmed. 

Whether the incidents of arson are connect¬ 
ed or not, this is a time when keeping your 
eyes peeled for the peculiar is especially 
important. 

And it doesn’t need to be watching someone 
carry torch or gasoline to be called in. 

Look for anything that makes you think to 
yourself, ‘that doesn’t seem right,.’ 

Whether it’s a needed call to the police or 
not, eventually a response will lead to the 
apprehension of the fire-starters. 

There is no need for neighbours to stay 
awake sleepless, but if the party or parties 
realize the town is watching, the fire spree 
should be snuffed in no time. 

But naturally the hope is, while the arsons 
may have brought the individual or individuals 
some sense of satisfaction in a way we could 
never imagine, that eventually a conscience 
sets in. Eventually the person realizes that a 
burnt building isn’t just an insurance hit, but is 
terrorizing people directly and indirectly con¬ 
nected to each blaze.

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Memorial service marks dog’s death

More than 30 adults and children, 
many accompanied by their family pets, 
attended a candle light memorial service 
in Didsbury on Oct. 8 to mark the one 
year anniversary of the death of Daisy 
Duke, a Lab-Collie cross severely 
injured in a horrific case of animal 
abuse. 

The service included the laying of 
flowers at the spot where the conscious 
animal was found near death, its mouth 
and legs duct-tapped and a tow rope tied 
around its neck. It was put down by the 
attending veterinarian. 

“It was a dark day for Didsbury," 


Mayor Moore told the vigil. “1 want to 
congratulate you on your compassion. I 
think we are all against violence of all 
kinds, and I think that showing up here 
to make that clear on a Thanksgiving 
Day, a day that should be of peace and 
thanks giving, I think shows the heart of 
all of you. 

“I want you to know that Myron 
Thompson (Wild Rose Conservative MR) 
has taken your case to the House. He 
has been a huge help. He is probably the 
strongest advocate for the protection of 
the innocent of all of the people in the 
House.” 

Following the dog’s death, Didsbury 
Tamara Chaney spearheaded a petition 
drive that gathered more than 110,000 


signatures across Canada calling for 
tougher penalties for animal abusers. 
The petition was later tabled in the 
House of Commons. 

“This was a dark day for Didsbury and 
for Canada and I hope it never happens 
again,” said Chaney. “I know that this 
has brought awareness and a lot more 
compassion in our country. A year ago 1 
promised Daisy Duke that her death 
would not be in vain. 

“I would also like to say something 
about Myron Thompson. I’m sorry but 1 
can’t keep my mouth shut. Yes he did 
present the petition to the House of 
Commons, but no he did not do what he 
told me personally that he was going to 
do. 


“He told me that he would be tell the 
House about the compassion that was 
behind the petition. The compassion of 
all of our animal-loving people across 
Canada. He didn't say to the House of 
Commons what bill the petition support¬ 
ed, and I think there’s a hidden agenda 
behind that one. 

“He lied to over 112,000 people and I 
am very disappointed in him. And I am 
personally glad to see him retiring." 

She said the petition called for sup¬ 
port of Bill C-373, which seeks a change 
in the definition of animal cruelty, 
unlike the Harper government’s Bill S- 
213, which calls only for increased 
penalties.

party will win the Wild 
Rose seat in the next elec¬ 
tion. 

Garnet Hammer said 
being the only farmer in 
the race makes him 
uniquely qualified for the 
job. 

“Looking at the other 
candidates, a few of them 
have been raised on farms 
and they’ve talked to 
farmers, but I’ve actually 
lived it, through BSE, and 
I know how much it has 
hit the bottom line,” said 
Hammer. “And I’ve dealt 
with the Canadian Wheat 
board for 30 years. They 
talk about it being a night¬ 
mare and it is. 

“I think I will represent 
this riding very well. I’ve 
lived in it all 49 years I’ve 
been alive. I’m a fourth 
generation farmer and I 
think agriculture is the 
main issue in this riding.” 

Asked if he would like 
to see a federal election 
this fall, he said, “It does¬ 
n’t really matter. I would 
like to see a majority gov¬ 
ernment because I think a 
majority government can 
get a lot more done.” 

Hammer ran in Wild 
Rose in 2000 as an inde¬ 
pendent. He is calling for 
a Triple E Senate, 
stronger child protection 
laws, and reform of agri¬ 
culture polities. 

Blake Richards was a 
party director and the 
policy chairman in Wild 
Rose since 1993, as well 
as MP Thompson's cam-

paign manager in the last 
two national election 
campaigns. 

“I believe that I’ve got a 
winning combination 
both federally and in the 
riding, and that’s the cru¬ 
cial thing,” said Richards. 
“I’ve worked closely with 
the MP and I’ve gotten to 
know the issues that are 
important in the riding. 
I’ve had experience deal¬ 
ing with the issues and 
the people in Wild Rose. 
That experience is cru¬ 
cial, and I certainly 
believe my experience 
has been far greater than 
the other candidates. I’ve 
already worked for the 
people for 15 years.” 

Asked if he would like 
to see a federal election 
right away, he said, “I’ll be 
satisfied with whatever 
comes out of the Throne 
Speech now. With the 
demands that the opposi¬ 
tion has made, they are 
threatening the people of 
Canada with an election. 
Fine, let’s go to an elec¬ 
tion. I think we have a 
good shot at a majority.” 

Richards said he will 
seek tougher penalties for 
violent offenders, mod¬ 
ernization of Canada’s 
Armed Forces and reduc¬ 
tions in healthcare wait¬ 
ing lists. 

Larry Steier said pro¬ 
tecting Alberta's position 
in Ottawa vis-a-vis natural 
resources is one of his 
goals should he be elect¬ 
ed .... 

* ‘Tti'ave tire ThWit^xiShfB 
ertc6, having challenged 
Myron Thompson before 
(in the 2004 election) so 
I’ve gotten to meet a lot of 
the people in the riding,” 
said Steier. “I’ve been the 
past president of the rid¬ 
ing and I’ve travelled with 
Myron to learn the job of 
being a candidate and an 
MP. 

“Only if we acknowl¬ 
edge that our western 
value system is indeed 
superior to all the known 
alternatives can we 
restore the spirit and 
restore the principles that 
many Canadians have for¬ 
gotten, such as enter¬ 
prise, responsibility, self- 
reliance, family values, 
faith and loyalty. I will 
work towards those 
things. 

“Political correctness 
robs us of our greatest 
asset, our individual faith, 
freedom of speech and 
expression.” 

Asked if he would like 
to see a fall election, he 
said, “I think that the 
longer Stephen Dion 
(Liberal leader) bleeds 
his party, the better it is 
for us.” 

Cheryl Walker, the only 
lawyer running in the 
campaign, says her legal 
experience gives her an 
advantage over the other 
challengers. 

“A lot of people in Wild 
Rose have asked me to 
run,” said Walker. “1 have 
a lot of experience with 
the things that are impor¬ 
tant and I’ve worked with 
the prime minister (as 
past president of the 
party’s Western Arctic 


Riding). 

“Being a lawyer has 
given me depth on a lot of 
issues. I’ve worked with 
premiers and ministers so 
I can hit the ground run¬ 
ning. I think it can’t hurt 
the party to have a strong 
woman candidate in Wild 
Rose. I feel that I have a 
lot to offer, and 1 feel Wild 
Rose has a lot to offer." 

Asked if she would like 
to see an election sooner 
rather than later, she said, 
“I honestly don’t think the 
prime minister wants one 
right away. We have a 
really good platform right 
now. We only need one 
party on side to pass our 
crime hills, and we need 
to get them passed.” 

If elected as Wild Rose 
MP, Walker said she 
would push for better 
protection of water 
resources, advocate for 
tougher gun crime penal¬ 
ties, and work to improve 
the quality of life for 
Aboriginal people. 

Eric Lowther said the 
fact he was a Reform MP 
from 1997 to 2000 (in 
Calgary Centre) makes 
him uniquely qualified to 
be the Conservative Wild 
Rose candidate. 

“I have broad life expe¬ 
rience, business experi¬ 
ence, and experience in 
the House of Commons,” 
said Lowther. “I have a lot 
of experience, all of it 
rural, so I have that con¬ 
nection. I got results 
jyhen I was in the House. 
I ^ot the definition of 
marriage confirmed on 
the floor of the House of 
Commons in 1999. I got 
results when I was done 
there. 

“We have been good 
fighters in western 
Canada, in this riding, 
fighting what was not 
good for Canada. Now we 
have an opportunity to 
build what we fought for. 
I think it’s good to send 
somebody to Ottawa who 
is an experienced team 
player.” 

Asked if he would like 
to see a fall election, he 
said, “I don’t really have 
an opinion on that either 
way. Whether it’s sooner 
or later, we’re ready." 

Keeping taxes down 
and supporting agricul¬ 
ture in the region will be 
key goals for the next 
Wild Rose MP, he said. 

Lowther was defeated 
by PC leader Joe Clark in 
Calgary Centre in the 
2000 federal election. 

Gerry Neustaedter, who 
is running for a seat on 
Rocky View County coun¬ 
cil in the 2007 municipal 
election campaign, said if 
he is elected Oct. 15 he 
will drop out of the Wild 
Rose race. 

Although lie attended 
the Sundre open house on 
Oct. 10, he said he pre¬ 
ferred to defer comments 
on the Wild Rose cam¬ 
paign and his position on 
the issues until after the 

Oct. 15 vote.

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The Western Tiger continues to roar 

According to a recent report by TD Economics, 
Alberta’s economy is expected to grow by 4.4% in 2007. 
Economic growth in 2008 (2.8%) and 2009, (2.7%) is 
expected to moderate due to rising costs for labour, 
production and infrastructure. 

The Edmonton to Calgary ‘Corridor’ enjoyed a 
US$5,000 gross domestic product (GDP) per capita 
advantage in 2000, this edge has surged to more than 
US$15,000 in 2007. 

GDP per capita is a measure of the standard of living 
since it captures the total income available to each 
member of a jurisdiction. 

The report notes that among Canada’s 15 fastest 
medium size markets over the last five years, seven 
were located in Alberta. These were Red Deer, 
Okotoks, Wood Buffalo, Grande Prairie, Canmore, 
Medicine Hat and Lethbridge. 

Employment growth leads rest of 
Canada 

Alberta’s seasonally adjusted unemployment rate 
was 8.6% in September, up from 3.5% recorded in 
August 2007. This was the lowest provincial unemploy¬ 
ment rate in Canada and well below the national rate 
of 5.9%. 

Calgary and Edmonton placed first and fourth among 
Canadian cities with seasonally adjusted unemploy¬ 
ment rates of 3.1% and 4.1%, respectively. 

Over the last 12 months, the number of employed 
people in Alberta increased by 91,200 or 4.8%, the high¬ 
est provincial growth rate in Canada. The largest 
employment gains were noted in the construction, 
wholesale trade, and mining and oil and gas extraction 
industries.

In August 2007, the number of Alberta business 
bankruptcies dropped by 30.4% to 32 and consumer 
bankruptcies by 3.3% to 415, compared to August 2006.

Average weekly earnings grow 

In July 2007, Alberta’s average weekly earnings 
(including overtime) increased by a nation- leading 
5.9% from July 2006 to $844.90. 

This was the highest provincial level in Canada and 
well above the national average of $773.32 per week. 

Year-to-date, average weekly earnings in Alberta 
climbed 4.8%, compared to the national growth rate of 
3.2%. 

In June, Alberta’s average weekly earnings (includ¬ 
ing overtime) increased by 1.6%) from May to $834.26. 
This was also the highest provincial level in Canada 
and well above the national average of $769.43 per 
week. On a year-over-year basis, average weekly earn¬ 
ings in Alberta rose 5.1%, compared to the national 
growth rate of 3.6%.

Exports grow modestly in July 

In July, the value of Alberta’s international merchan¬ 
dise exports increased by 3.5% from the same month 
last year to $7.1 billion. 

Between January and July, Alberta exports were 7.7% 
higher than in the same period in 2006. In terms of 
value, export growth was the highest for energy prod¬

ucts, industrial goods and agricultural products. 
Nationally, the value of merchandise export rose by 
5.3% over the same period. 

Statistics Canada 

Recent’ immigrant unemployment 
rate low 

According to Statistics Canada, very recent immi¬ 
grants to Alberta had unemployment rates well below 
the national average. 

‘Very recent immigrants', residing in Alberta for five 
years of less and aged 25 to 54, had an unemployment 
rate of 5.8% in 2006. This was almost half the national 
average of 11.5%. Canadian horn Albertans had an 
unemployment rate of 2.6%) and ‘recent immigrants’, 
residing in Alberta for five to ten years, had an unem¬ 
ployment rate of 4.7%. 

In 2006, immigrants to Canada were more likely to 
have a university education than Canadian born men 
or women. In addition, they were more likely to work 
in the manufacturing and professional, scientific and 
technical service industries than Canadian born. 

Best-performing labour market in NA 

A study released by The Fraser Institute states that 
"Alberta has had the best-performing labour market in 
North America over the past five years, beating out 50 
U.S. states and all other Canadian provinces to claim 
top spot.” The Index of Labour Market Performance is 
a composite measure of labour market performance 
based on five equally-weighted indicators: average 
total employment growth, average private-sector 
employment growth, average unemployment rates, 
average duration of unemployment, and average 
labour productivity. An average of the last five years 
(2002- 2006) was calculated for each indicator. Alberta 
ranks fourth out of 60 jurisdictions in total employ¬ 
ment growth, first in duration of unemployment, and 
fourth in average labour productivity. The Wild Rose 
Province achieved the highest overall score of 8.3 out 
of a possible 10 in the study.
